On an Adequate Tubercdosls Program
N ADEQUATE prograp4or the care of
the inberculosis sick is one of the needs
of the State, and especinlly Philadelphla,
according to Dr, A. I'. Frareine, ehicf of
the Division of Tuberculusls of the State
Department of, Health. _

“Such a program,” sail Dr, Francine,
“oonelsts in (1) a sufficient number of dis-
pensaries with nursing complement: to edu-
cate the public and ger netive and suspected
cases in; (2) sufficlent sanatoria beds for
the trentment of active enses of tubercnlosls
and particularly for children exposed 1o or
suspected of having the infection,

“"These provisions can never ha attained
by the State acting alone or by locl com-
munities acting nlone, but they enn be at-
tained by a combinntion of these forees.

SPennsylvania hns a splendid sysiem, bt
with eertnin defeets, Its strength iy the
thoroughness and extensiveness of itd or-
ganlzation ; its wenkness was over-centpeali-
zation. The State was trylog to do all the
work and pay for it all through its dispen-
saries and State sanutorie, This wos an
fmpossible proposition because of ity niAg-
nitude and expense, Fortunately it was
recognized by Commissioner of Health Bd-
ward Martin that it was only by a combi-
nation of loeal and NStute effort that such
an extensive system ug ig neccouary could
be permanently maintained,

Part of Local Communities

1t remained, therefare, o cull upon
loenl communities to do their share, to des
centralize this system, mulntaining the ele-
ments which made for permunence und effi-
ciency and eliminating those which gnored
local responsibility und response,

ohe fden of the Stawe eutirely maintnine

The 2000 beds in the three Siate sann -
torin_ should be reserved for curable epses
and for children. The waiting lists for ad-
wission had grown so loug on wecount of the
prolonged stay of advanced enses that ad-
missions were practicully at n stundstill,
It was defeating the usefulness of these
institutions,

Society of Penusylvanin, advocating the enre
of tuberculosis cases, particalurly the more
ndvanced types, in the locul county sanutorin,
A bill was introdueed by the Depurtment of
Health and passed by the Genernl Assembly
in April, 1921, authorizing counties to bulll
and maintain such sanatoria and providing
